Says: “The best selling winter items 
are shutter fronts, batteries and 
anti-freeze solutions. In the line 
of shop equipment, car washers, 
jacks and lubricating guns are mov- 
ing well.” 

George W. Nock Company an- 
nounces that business is very good 
as a whole Winter merchandise 
is selling best in accessories; shop 
equipment. sales are especially good 
and small tool sales are very satis- 
factory at this time. 

Berrodin Auto Supply Company 
Says air compressors are 
right now in shop equipment sales 
and accessories are moving a bit 
slowly,, while Roberts 
and Radio Supply Company reports
